Loft the sloops Petrel, 
Eagle, and tho Red Rover Iruding in the 
Nuaa Uiver. Sehastapol ami Ins prospecting 

■ party started up the Skeena Hirer on the 1st 
Match, taking with Ihem n bout which they 
had built at Fort SimpSuO, where- most ol 
the party hud wintered. About 1,000 In- 
dians from var'ons tribes had collected to- 
gether in Fi'zliuch Sound lor the purpose ol 
fishing and gathering fWt-spa - n. I'ne sloop 
Kingfisher left Fort Eupcrl fourteen days 
ago lor Victoiia: she has been lour months 
out. The Indians at the Port told Captain 
Coffin thut they had had a fight with 
the Luinmi Indiana in which several 
of the latter were killed, mnl they had 
brought home Gvc heads cut from the bod.e* 
of the Lutnmla" slain, as trophies, anil one 
young klontchman as a slave. Oapt. Coffin 
reports having experienced very bad weather 
through the wirite' up to the 1st March, when 
it commenced to get mild. The Indians he 
found everywhere peaceably disposed towards 
the whiles; the only ones at all saucy were, 
as UEUal, the Sicitius. The Nanaiino Backet 
has been out fivo months. She left Fort 
Simpson on the 4th inst., and Fort Buperl on 
tbe 20ih inst. She brings a number or sable 
and inatl«n skitw, as the proceeds ol the trad- 
ing, valued at aboni $4000. comprising some 
ot Ue fines', quality of fms we have seen. 
PROM THE RUSSIAN POSSESSIONS 

H. J, M. sorew steamship "Abreck," dipt. 
Pilkine, arrived la«t evening in E-quimalt 
Harbor from Sitka 12th ins'.., and the island 
of Kudjuck, (508 miles west of nitka.J the 
17th inst. She called nowhere on ber passage 
down, except nt Fort Angelos.

In or ahout the year 1352-3 one Johnson, 
or Junseu, a Dune, commonly called Finite 
Johnsriii, died nt Port Stanley, in the Falk- 
land Islands, and on his death bed, disclosed 
to Joseph Wegener, also a l),me, with whom 
he had been residing, and had become i mi- 
ma 1 ly acquainted, the following particulars, 
assuring him that the facts were not known 
to a living soul except himself, and adding, 
as his dying request, that as he was about to 
direct his friend to the certain means of ob 
taining nu independence fo» life, Wegouer 
must faithfully promiso that his daughter, 
Jane Janson (then single, and residing at 
Fori Stanley), should share equolly with him- 
self and the companions ho might take with 
him, the benefil they might deiive from the 
information he would furnish. This assur- 
ance wns given, and Jansan then proceeded 
to state : That on a curtain spot on one of 
tho Falkland isles (tbe position of which he 
described accurately to Wegoncr), there ex- 
isted a large slone vault, very securely con- 
structed, and built in such a position ns to 
defy detection ; that this vault contained an 
immense amount of treasure, consisting fur 
the m >st put of silver bars, packed in boxes 
contaiuing six bins each. These burs lis rep- 
resented as bearing the Spanish Crown mark, 
the boxes being arranged in tiers, nnd the 
vault so full of them tli„I they could not be 
moved without first removing the upper tier 
finm the vault, uod that come of the lower 
tiers contained boxes varying in appearance i 
from those above thaui, but what the contents 
of these boxes were ho was unable to say ; 
be believed them to contain either precious 
metsl or coin. 

The history of this singular offnir he gave 
us near as may be in substance as fellows : 

He (,/anseu) Irom the earliest period to 
which tiis recollection carried him back, 
(bund himself in tho position ot cabin hoy to 
the enp'uin of a Piratical craft, (about the 
year 1808.) That when lie was 10, tbe pirule 
ships, two in number, were lying at anchor 
some whore 00 the coast of South Amorioa, 
when they were surprised by the sudden ap- 
pearance of n Spani-b man of war. The 
piratical crews belonging to bath oralis there- 
upon hastily put to sea in his master's vessel, 
pursued by the ship ol war, leaving him be- 
hind alone. He usserled, that the treasure 
inside tiie vaull bad been token from Spanish 
slnpj passing round tbe Horn, the vault having 
been used for the purpose of depositing iheir 
spuil therein from bis earliest. recollection. 
Jansen further added that ho afterwards found 
bis way to the Islands, got undiscovered IO 
the spot, had himself taken from the vault 
some ouin which was within his resell, und 
liud also taken and converted some of the sil- 
ver bars (this assertion being borne oat by the 
fact thai ho was always known to possess 
means, and hud no fixed occupation), out I but 
tho vault had never bum di-turbad, except 
by himsell, for about 20 years, and thut what 
he had removed from it amounted to nothing 
in comparison to the wcalih it still con 
tallied. Jansen added, that the fear ol detec- 
tion, nnd the diffictiliy of acting s nulo 
hooded, had prevmed him from removing 
some more of the silver bars, and converting 
them, hut that if Wcgoner r.hosc, he might 
take 1 00 companions with bun, and theie 
wool " 

To convey 10 him an idea of the contents of 
the vault, he asserted thai lie, Wegoncr, (who 
was the owner of a stock sloop trading to the 
Islands) could not remove il in less than five 
mips with his vu"sel. Alter Jansen's death, 
Weg'iner succeeded in gutting to and discov- 
ering the spot indicated by Jan>en, and com- 
menced digging, t tie rosuli of which was tliul 
afler sinking about two feet, he struck upon 
tbe vault, and laid a portion of it ban-; Iu 
found it lo be very massive, constructed of 
block* ol slone, liinily clamped together with 
iron bolls, hut, alter uncovering it a distance 
nf about 25 (eel, he failed iu reaching the en- 
trance, and as he had left Iwo men who had 
accompanied bun, wailing with the cr.ilt, 
nnd was fearful of exoittnz suspicion, now 
satisfied uf the existence of the vault, he re- 
placed the earth, and returned to Fori Stan- 
ley. Subsequently to this, 1 he fact ol the ex- 
istence of in e treasure somewhere, became 
noised abroad; and the Governor of the 1 — 
hinds, whose mime Wcgoner believes, was 
Colonel Moody, issued a public notice, offer- 
ing one third of the amount to iho person or 1 
persons who should disclose the secret. Wo- 
gouor says that ho made application lo tho 
Colonial Government, to bo famished with 
somo secunty for the due payment of that 

I amount, bui that such wns nnl furnished, and 
finding himself so closely watched that ho 
could not hope to revisit ihe spot without do 
tection.be proceeded to California, there 10 

j endeavor to organize a party to embark di- 
rect for iho spot, but he bas never since car- 
ried nut bis intention. I Id furl her adds, that 
he is so perfectly satisfied of the existence of 
treasure within the vault that he is now ready 
ami willing in conjunction with his .wo com- 
panions and partners, John ll.irroll, an Ame- 
rican, and John McMillan, a Cun-'diun, 10 
rfpair, at their own expanse, to the Falkland 
Islands, and point out to any person or per- 
sons deputed by the IJntish Government, ibe 
vault in question, upon condition thut he is 
guaranttil a sufficient proportion of the value 
ol ns oouionls; and to show tne good taiiu ol 
Uiis offer, thai ueiiher ho nor his companions 
will require n Iracion from the Governmout, 
if they ru.il either to indicate tho vault, or to 
liud unyihing of value within its walls. It 
may be necessary to add, lhat Wegoner does 
not himsell possess tho means ol carrying out 
this proposition, but will be enabled to da so 
bv his friends and partners, Hal roll and .Mc- 
Millan; an:l that, lor their mutual satisfaction, 
and in order that they, together with the said 
June Jansen, (who. lo the best of his boliel, 
is still residing at Fort Stanley.) may each be 
ensured their respective proportions of what 
benefit, il any, may result Irom the disclo- 
sure, bp will require the euaraniuo hclore 
mentioned. Lastly, Wegoner declares his 
readiness to appear before Colonel Moody, 
(should Iho Col. Moody, now of New West- 
minster, 13. C, he the same C olonel Moody, 
wbo be behoves, was then Governor of the 
Island) or beloro Governor Douglas, or any 
Government olliccr, and verify his statement 
nu oath, with a view to enlist, if practicable, 
the aosoperulion und assistance of this Gov- 
ernment, that the neces.ary pro I i mi nuri 1 3 may 
tie arranged before he and his party enter 
upon so important an undertaking. 

As bus beon previously narrated, Wegoner, 
ijj company with a (Jatilioo trader, named 
Archibald, went down to Sao Francisco and 
organized a patty, including some men of 
wealth aud position, who chartered ihe bark 
Frances I'.ilmer, aud sturted, under Ihe 
guidaiico ol Wegoner 111 search of Iho hidden 
treasure. T110 expedition, however, owing to 
circumstances whi h occurred on tho voyage, 
was fruitless. Wegener quarrelled with the 
mate of the vessel, a lytauolvul and reckless 
cbiiraoler, uud being airaid tnat said mute 
haif formed a scheme to seize both ves-el 
and treasury bo absolutely related to point 
ou*. tho locality of the vault. The party 
cruised round tho Islands f>r some time, ac- 
companied by Mr. Lane, Ihe Superintendent 
o! Ihe Falkland Island Company, in hi. 
schooner, examining every spot at all igiee- 
jng with what tho guide hud allowed lo es- 
capo him, but without intuit j and 
accordingly returned 10 San Francisco after
